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Which Will It Be? 

The Clipper wonders what 
thoice Gov. O'Neal will make as 
to appropriations ‘‘with a string 
tothem.’’ <A large part of the 
money appropriated by the late 
Jamented legislature can only be 
expended when the governor 
op'nes that the treasury 158 in con- 
dition to stand the expenditure. 
Will the additional appropriation 
forthe common schools be fav- 
ored? Will the colleges get 
theirs? 

So far the newspapers are very 
quiet on the subject. Governor 
O’Neal is doing very little talking 
onthe subject—in fact none at 
all so faras we have heard of. 
And Snperintendent Willingham 
is having very little to say—a lit- 
tle less if possible than the gov- 
ernor. The superintendent may 
be pulling the wires privately. 
If he ia, we wonder for whom bis 
efforts are being used? For the 
Normal S:hools? Perhaps for 
the Umiversity. Old school, its 
age, snd its landed endowment, 
and its prestige, and its expensive 
tastes all demand thatthe Uni- 
versity’s appropriation shall be 
paid to the uttermost farthing. 
Indeed there is the justification 
of Holy Writ in favor of the full 
payment to tbe University and 
the other well-to-do colleges of 
what the generous lawmakers said 
they should have, for does not 
the Book say ‘to them that hath 
shall be given?”’ 

To Gov. O’Neal is given » great 
deal of power in regard to state 
expenditures, a grant of power 


seldom vested in an executive. 
The legislature made about all 
the appropriations that were 


asked, generally with the ‘‘string’’ 
tied on. Now it is the province 
of the governor to say which ones 
shall and which ones shall not get 
their appropriations, fcr no one 
expects to see them all paid. 

The colleges will have influen- 
tial men working for their appro- 
priations. They can show just 
how much show will be made, 
and there will be something to 
what they will say, for a few bar- 
tela of money in a lump will 
make ashow. The extra appro- 
priation to the common schools 
will make very little show—it has 
to bedivided between s0 many 
schools. Yet the good it will do 
can not be doubted. Yet unless 
Supt. Willingham puts in a good 
word with Gov. O'Neal the com- 
mon school appropriation will 
have no advocate. No one school 
will be benefitted enough to make 
the fight for its little share.

That is not so

Tongue and buckle meeting has 
Alabama’s 
state \reasury annals mora times 
than once. In fact tho legisla- 
turesof Alabama have often spent 
more freely than they should have 
done. Back in the nineties the 
school teachers shaved theirclaims 
at usury in order to get the whure- 
withall to pay their board bills, 
When Gov. Jelks camo into of- 
fico in the summer of 1901 the 
Constitutional Convention was’ 
considering the proposition of re- 
ducing the state's limit of taxa- 
tion from seventy-five cents a hun- 
dred dollars to sixty-five cents. 
The state tax rate was then at 
75 cents, the top, and Governor 
Jelks and close friends of his 
strenously opposed the reduction. 
It was p»inted out that the state 
was harely able to get along on its 
income with the 75 cents rate. 
But the members of the constitu- 
tional convention could not resist 
the opportunity to cut off a little 
of state’s power to levy property 
taxes, and the reduced rates went 
into the constitution of 1901. 
With reduced taxing power, 
Gov. Jelks put his fine financial 
ability to work, and with fair co- 
operation by the legislature, able 
administration of the state’s con- 
vict and other money-making de- 
partments, and rigid economy

along all lines, he was able to pile 
up a surplus of nearly two million 
dollars, the famous Jelks surplus 
that you’ve no doubt forgotten 
about. 

Gov. Jelks gave out a statement 
along in 1905 to the effect that he 
was thinking of calliog the legis- 
lature together to spend tho state’s 
money, put it back among the 
people, and also to reduce the 
state tax laws. Jelks said the 
proper place to spend the money 
was forthe common schools, He 
was a plain man, with considerable 
horse sense, and he could not gee 
where the state would get its mon- 
ey’s worth in giving millions to 
colleges and vreating new officers 
and giving bigger pay to old of- 
ficers. 

Back there when Jelks was gov- 
srnor the people feared legisla- 
tures as much as they do now, 
though up to that time there had 
not been much cause tor distrust 


as there has since. Thé people 
aod the newspapeas almost unan- 


imously favored giving the money 
to the common schools and would 
have liked to see the state tax rate 
lowered; but they even mora 
unanimously opposed getting the 
lawmakers together in special 
session, Gov. Jelks heeded the 
wishes of the people, and left the 
money that had accumulated for 
the next administration to spend. 
It did go,
